Savings in cattle production costs 
are expected to lower beef and 
dairy prices. 

The battle against cattle bloat 
is international and dates to the 
days of the 'Romans. Hartley 
said. A bloat preventive, such as 
poloxalene, is especially needed 
in New Bealattd, Anstralta aad 
South Africa where cattle bloat * 
is even more serious than in the 
United States. 

Although all specific causes 
of bloat elude researchers, they 
have agreed It is hronght oa by 

excessive foaming of rumen con- 
tents of dairy and beef cattle and 
sheep. 

ly IMtS Hartley and other re- 
searchers began a search for an 
anti-foaming agent which would 
effectively prevent bloat. They 
exchanged opinions with other 
university and industry scientists 
throughout the world. Poloxa- 
lene was developed with the help 
of Smith Kline & French Labo- 
ratories, Philadelphia, which will 
market the drug in this country 
under the trademark, "Bloat 
Guard." 

Hartley knew foaming fre- 
quently occurred In eattle which 
had eaten legumes such as al- 
talth. Livestock producer* kmw 
this too and the knowle^^ has 
resulted in frastratton for cat- 
tlemen who prefer alfalfa as a 
livestock teed but wlio hesitate 
to risk the danger of hloat by' 
feeding It. 

NOW TH.*T anti-bloat poloxa- 
lene is available, cattlemen can 
safely teed green alfalfa. Pro- 
ducers can reduce or eliminate 
buying protein supplements gen- 
-eraliy required for non •legume 
feeds. It means also, Bartley 
said, that farmers will maVte 
much wider use of good legumes 
as pasture. 

"Bloat Guard" is a dry prod- 
uct that may be spread over 
grain. If it is fed to cattle a 
few minutes before they are pas- 
tured or ted, freshly cut alfalfa, 
bloat will be prevented.

THE FIBST TWO possibilltiea would no 
doubt be rejected by all oo&oemed. In any case, 
the determination of why grades In summer ses- 
sion are higher is a question wiiieh could only he 
answered by further reaearch. 



The last possibility — that taking fewer courses 
at a time, even though they are more concentrated 
in time, results In higher aehievteient— Is a ques- 
tion worthy of investigation, ibywever, K-Mta, 

like most other universities, invests very U^e ef 
its resources in this type of research. 

IF INVESTMENT OF resources reflects oui^;i 
values, it appears that American educators are 
more concerned with how to feed hogs or build 
bettor mousetraps, than with how to teach ef|^- 
tlvrty, or how to faeltttate diet^rawtt and develop- 
ment of students. 

Eiducatlonal research Is virtually non-ezlstellt 
except in cases as the "grades are better in suna- 
mer" bit, which can l»e used for selling purposes.

DykBtra Veterinary Hospital 
serves a threefold purpose In 
areas of teaching, serrlee and re- 
search. 

THB TEACHING Is conoemed 

primarily with the veterinary 
medicine majors, . Dr. Roy mil- 
leret, SMlstant professor of 
surgery and medicine said. Stu- 
dents are taught, in addition to 
elasses In large and small ani- 
mal medidne -oonrses in clinical 
pathology. CBtnieal pathology 
Includes fUldg sndi M Uood 
testing. 

In addition to teaching, th» 
hospital serves as a research 
groand for graduates working 
(m higher degrees, Dr. MItleret 
aald. 

ANIMALS FROM the jsur- 
ronnding area are served by the 

hospital. Last year the hospital 
served animals from each of 
Kansas's lOS counties and 22 
states. Animals may be referred 
to this hospital by veterinarians 
in these outer areas because of 
the faeHities Dykstra Hospital 
bas to offer, he said. 

Dykstra serves all types of 
nnlmals. Large animals it serves 
are horses, cattle, pigs, and 
idieep. Small animals include 
dbgs nnd cats. The hospital also 
■errce laboratoiy animals, in- 
fdndlng mice, rats, rabbits, 
guinea pigs, and birds. The ani- 
mals at Sunset Zoo are eared 
lor by the hospiUl staf f. 

ANXMAIifi SUFFER from 
many of the same types of 
diseases as humans, Dr. Milleret 



said. He listed ailments of res- 
piratory, digestive, paraBitlsm, 
akin dtoeases, sad nntritkmal. 
The hospital trmta animals for 

these diseases and disorders 
about the same as a human 
would be treated. The hospital 
is designed much like a human 
hospitals. 

Vaccinations are given at the 
hospital to try to prevent some 
diseases before they begin. 
Vaccinations are given for rabies, 
distemper, and hepatitis, he said. 

Animals may be infected with 
diseases transmissible to hu- 
mans sneh as rabiea. This is one 
of the major reasons for laws 
concerning vaccination. Not all 
diseases are communicatable,. he 
said. 

OROOMINO is also done in 
the hospital. The animals may 
he given a bath and their hair 
trimmed. Some owners believe 
their animals have to be groomed 
to run aroond town. Dr. lUU«Fet 
said. 

Surgery is performed at the 
hospital. "We do both correc- 
tive surgery, and cosmetic sur- 
gery," Dr. Milleret said. Cor- 
rective mrgwy is ■oaowlly for 



fractures or something along 
these lines, he said. Cosmetic 

surgery Is ^erally for tho Im- 
provement of appearance. 

AN EMERGENCY function is 
served by the hospital for in- 
jured animals. Dr. Milleret said. 

There is a ward provided in 
the hospital for stray^ animals. 

Ths animals are brought in by 
the city police department. It 
necessary they are given medical 
attention, he said. For three 
days a local radio station makes 
announcements concerning the 
stray pets. It after the three days 
the pet Is not tfiUmfd, It hi put 
up for adoptleii^aeA~«By«M may 
claim it.

Students Vote on Fee Raise 



The Qutifltion of whether or not stu- 
dants* activity fees should be raised was be- 
fore the student body in March 1961.

Vietnamese air forrp planes 
at Saigon's airbase roared into 
the air and the army rushed re- 
inforcements to the northern 
outskirts of the city when two 
M41 tanks — U.S. -made vehicles 
of World War U ylntage — ap- 
peared at the Binh Lol Bridge. 

IT WAH tH>ON learned, how- 
ever, that the tanks were fleeing 
from a government outpost 10 
mllM north of Saigon n hich was 
attacked before dawn by an es- 
timated 1,000 Cvmmviilsts sup- 
ported by mwtars ant reeoll- 
less artillery. 

Lt. Col. Diep Buynh Ngoc, 
commander of the Ist Armored 
Cavalry Squadron, said the Com- 
munists destroyed one tank' and 
damaged several otliers. He said 
10 Reds piled into one tank and 
drove it about 400 yards before 
they were killed by counterat- 
tacking governmept troops. 

NGOC SAID the * Oommuplsts 

penetrated the outpost through a 
gate on the north side. They 
also attacked from the east a^d 
west.

increase in the surplus Is about 
equal to the increase In the 
.number of students living In 
the system. Also, part of last 
year's surplus was because of 
the consolidation and refinanc- 
ing of bobds. 

At the beginning of the eor* 
rent flscal year all halU In tM» 
sjrstem were reflnaneed and 
must be self-supporting. Prior 
to this time, the halls were re- 
ceiving sOttw help from the Uni- 
versity. 

Boyd, Putnam, and Van Zlle 
balls were receiving their util- 
ities from the University. Now 
thMe are metered and tbe halls 
charged. 

Edwards said because of sur^ 
pluses the bonds will be paid in 
about 30 years instead of 40 
years as planned. Because they 
are being paid sooner than 
planned, less total Interest will 
be paid. Edwards s«ld tbta^will 
eventually prove beneficial to 
the students. 

THE SYSTBJM Is approxi- 
mately 111 million in debt and 
1700,000 is needed each year to 
cover the bond Issue. The fed- 
eral government requires excess 
over operating costs be applied 
to the debt. 

Edwards estimated that each 
student In a restdenee hall pays 
$176 to the retirement of the 
debt. About two*tblrds of the 
rent In Jardtne Tvmm la ap- 
plied to the debt. 

The scholarship houses, Evans 
apartments, Waltheim baU and 
North Campus Courts are not 
in the system. Excess from these 
Is used for Improvements. 

Because K-State is ahead In 
payments, special permission 
waa granted by tbe federal gov- 
ernment to bnlld the recreation 
area between Ckradnow and Mar- 
latt halls with excess funds. 

Edwards said the K-^tate 
rates eomiwre very favorably 
with other schools. In a survey 
of 60 schools in the West and 
Midwest, 60 schools charge more 
for nine month accommodations 
than K-State does. 

He said the highest charge in 
the continental United States for 
basically the same thing as is 
proHded here for |7M Is fl.OSO.

The medical profession fears 
a future inability to develop new 
drugs. Dr. Hilbert Jnbelt, Stu- 
dent Health director, said con- 
cerning a proposed drug Investi- 
gaUon by the Food and Drag 
Administration (FDA>. 

All drugs approved as safe by 
tbe FDA prior to 1962 are to be 
screened for effectiveness and 
ability to perform as indleated 
by tbe manufacturers. 

An estimated 1,000 com- 
pounds are Involved In this In- 
vestigation. Many of the drugs 
are in widespread use both on a 
prescription and non-prescrip- 
tion basis. 

The result of this study will 



probably be the removal of many 
drugs from use In free ellntea^ 
Dr. Jubelt said. This move If 
begun will be injurious to drug 
research, he said. 

"It to a known fact that new 
drugs are used on an experi- 
mental basis in free ellnies lOf 
cated in metropolitan areas. The 
drugs are used to determlM 
their efteetlveness and desirabil- 
ity," Dr. Jubelt said. 

"The normal person will say 
that this procedure shonld be 
stopped, that the use of human 
guinea pigs is wrong," he said, 
"But tbta is the only i«Uabl«

tloDs of the country. 

A BANGoA, ^ine, man told 
authorities he fired his pistol a^ 
a glowing object— and bit it. 

"I could hea^ the elderherrf 
Wshes scraping as the thing 
came toward me," said John 
King, 22. He said he fired four 
times and the object, he said it 
Was about 60 feet long, zoomed 
ftkyward. 

POUCE SAID King was vis- 
ibly distraught when he related 
the incident to them. 

The reports began a week ago 
In the Midwest, and from there 
come the most numerous re- 
ports of sightings — more than 
iioo persons Uiey saw mys- 
terious objects since Sunday, 
Four squad cars of deputies 
Iratched one fipr 46 mliaiites 
Thursday night in the A3m Ar- 
vor, Mich,, area.

17-month reign, the post- 
Khrushchev "collective leader- 
ship" has not closed the loop- 
holes through which a deter- 
mined man could seize total 
power, 

THE unprecedented warning 
came as delegates — including 
leaders of Eastern Europe's 
Comniunist-ruled nations, headed 
here for Tuesday's opening of 
the 2^rA Soviet party congress. 

Party delegations from North 
Viet Nam, North Korea. Hung- 
ary and other Communist states 
already had arrived. Leaders 
frokn Poland, CseehoaloVakia and 



other nations were expected to- 
day. 

P.'IRTY congresses are held 
about every four years to set 
forth the Kremlin's foroltn and 
domestic policies and foreign 
Communist delegations are in- 
vited as guests. 

The article in the theoretical 
publication added a somber note 
to today's activities with the ob- 
servation that despite the de- 
Btallsation efforts, the fimner 
dictator's reign could return tO 
haunt the Soviet Union.

The National Black and White print exhlhi- 
tion currently on display In the Union Art Oall^ 
originated with the now art department. It is a 
first attempt to pi-ovide the campus with an ex- 
hibition of this broad scope. 

THE E\1IIIUTI(»\ WA.S conii>etitive, with 
artists stibmittiiig work for jury action by Professor 
Wendell Black, a nationally known printmaker 
from the University of Colorado. 

Many current styles and directions in art 
from across the nation are reflected in the prints. 
Some of those most evident are "Pop", as seen in 
"Candy Apples," by Wayne Thiebaud, and "Op", 
as seen in "Dissolved Centralized Image #3," by 
John Avakian. 

The strong return to the use of the figure and 
less ahstraoted 8ubject matter in art in the' last 
several years is evident in a majority of prints on 
display. Nonfigurative w^ork seems to be less 
strong, possibly because a majority of the most 
able artists today are working primarily with 
recQgniiahle subject matter. 

ra IS WTWSasmsm to obsenre the use of 
some techniques and materials which only one or 
two years ago were restricted from national shows. 

One of the most evident of these is the use 
of photographic processes which have been altered 
or modified in some way. The possibilities are 



unlimited as photographic processes may be used 
in lithography as seen in Francis J. Noel Ill's 
"Eaisabeth," etching in Daniel Ziembo's 'Thm 
^chlc," and in the silkscreen process. 

It is doubtful if there is an example of the 
photograpliic use of silkscreen in the exhibition. 
This is partly due to the fact that the silkscreen 
process lends itself easily to working in color, a 
limitation In this exhibition. 

I would predict a great deal of experimenting 
and mixing of all of these techniques in the next 
year or two. 

ANOTHER MAJOR new technique recently 
accepted by printmakers is the collagraph. The 
plate is created by arranging fluid materials and 
objects which solidify into a printable plate. 

Some good examples in the show are Glen 
Alp's "Celestial Activity," Dennis Navrat's "The 
Yard is a Wall," and Joel Jessen's "Shadows." 

ANOTHER RECENTLY adopted technique 
which currently is popular is the use of a high^^ 
relief plate wholely or partially un inked which is 
then used to emboss the paper. An excellent ex- 
ample is seffli in "Santorinit" hf Marr Qehr, 

The fact that this is a black aad white show 
allows one to view and examine these new tech- 
niques without the added complication of color. 

As evidenced by gallery visitor participation 
during the past week, it is obvious that these 
prints invite close and repeated viewing.

The decision Monday came at 

an opportune time for President 

Johnson, who has been readying 
for submission to Congress legis- 
lation making it a federal crime 
to assault or harass civil rights 
workers. 

THE HIGH COURT justices 
gave their views while interpret- 
ing a 06-year old civil rights 
statute on the books since the 
Reconstruction era following the 
Civil War. 

Under this and a companion 
law, the Justice Department may 
now bring to trial two' groups of 
white men charged in separate 
civil rights murders in Georgia 
and Mississippi. The states 
thrmselves have never punished 
the perpetrators of the murders.

Computers Not Batting an Eye at Change 



(Continued from. Page 1} 
One of thete la in tbe cm of a ttu- 

dent failing a course when his pro- 
grammed schedule is based on his 
having passed. Failure situations will 
be decided by the college dean's of- 
fice during the summer, E. M. Oerrits, 
dean of admissions and records, Mid. 
Tlie adviser and the Student wiU tie 
"(insulted in some cases. 

REASSIGNMENT is another area 
which may cause difficulty. A pro- 
posed idea from the registrar's of- 
fice is to charge $5 to students for 
ciflkst clllinges. This^ is not a result 
of machine scheduling, according to 
John A. Smith, director of records. 

There will be no reassignments ex- 
cept in three special cases, Gerritz 
stated: 1) scheduling error, 2) Uni- 
versity factors (an extreme example 
would be the death of an Instructor), 
8) students who are assigned to the 
same Instructor of a course they have 
failed. Students still will be able to 
drop courses, however. 

CHOOSIAU A MAJOR earlier by 



those students enroled in tlM gen- 
eral currieulum is a change resulting 

from computer enrollraent. The rea- 
son for this, Orval Ebberts, assistant 
dean of arts and sciences, said, is to 
assign students a proper adviser be- 
fore they fill in enrollment permit 
cards, liiis cannot he left until Hie 
summer cht after, as was done pte- 
viously. 

Concerning^ the prospect of includ- 
ing with a future computer the choice 
of instructor and class time, Gerritz 
said; is "not an ImposAtbility," hut 
vol a promise either. V^at might he 
possible is an objective compatibility 
test between instructor and student, 
similar to that used in computer 
dating. 

ANtriHER IDEA Gerritz sug- 
gested, is to match early-morning 
classes with students who begin the 
day early, and later classes with tiiose 
who do their best in the afternoon 
or evening. These are only ideas 
which will be considered, Gerritz 
said. 



Other universities using computer 
enrollment, such as Purdue Univer- 
sity and Washington State Univer- 
sity are being watched carefully, Ger- 
rits said. Purdue, for example, has 30 
telephones on campus for students to 
call in their course prsferettce befOfe 
machine scheduling. 

WITH K-STATE'S present system, 
there is no choice of time or instriic- 
tor with some courses, and choice in 
completely arbitrary in others, Ger- 
ritz said. In iidd{tion,4ht A^viseaiemt 
procedure now is not imperative In 
some colleges here. 

A major advantage computer en- 
rollment offers, Gerritz said, is it will 
give the departments coniidete in- 
formation on courses, and it will in- 
sure every student he will get the 
courses he needs. 

Despite the efforts of some to hatt 
the change, parties on both sides 
have one thing in common — they'll 
all be fed through the computer to- 
gether.

"The Negro is controlled by the 
whites either by politics or eco- 
nomics," he said. 

TSm KBGRO also must de- 
velop his Identity, HcKlsslck 
said, "this simply means being 

proud that you are black." In 
thia third oMecttve the Negro 
must learn about the great men 
and the significance ot the 
Negro race, he said. 

The fourth objective is to 
teach the Negro leadership in 
his commnnlty, he said, "in this 
way, once a movement is started 
in a town it can be kept going 
by capable local feademUp." 
McKissick said. 

He said the Negro must learn 
the power of the consumer. To 
teach buying power la his fifth 
objective. He said a great many 
policies can be changed through 
the use of selective boycotts. 

McKISSICK iMlteree the 
greatest problems of the second 
phase of the revolution lie In 
developing sustained leadership 
and identity of the Negro raoe. 
In order for the revolution to be 
liarried out successfully it will 
be necessary to set up national 
plana in the area of the Mm- 
sumer and aid in tlw flMabUsb- 
ment of businesses.

A terrorist -^tmh fekattered 
windows and stuitters at an Air 
Force officers' villa in Gia Oinh, 
aiiur Saigon's Taa San Nhnt Alr^ 
port, early today. The blast in- 
jured one American and one 
Iflatiiaiiiese, neitlier seriously. 

THB 90-POr\D plastic bomb, 
l6ft on an abandoned bicycle 
otttaide the rilla's six-foot brick 
and concrete wall, gouged a 20- 
foot section from the barrier but 
did no structural damage. It was 
the first terrorist action in sev- 
eral weeks aimed at Americans 
In the capital.

Inflation May Cause 
$5 Billion Tax Hike 



WASHIKOTOII (UPI) — Presi- 
dent Johnson says he may have 
to ask Congress to raise taxes 
$5 billion if prices keep going 

up the way they did la.st month. 

Johnson's warning came at an 
impromptu news conference 
Tuesday, after the Labor De- 
partment had announced what 
housewives already knew — the 
cost of living roaa sharply again 
in February. 

FED B¥ higher food costs, the 

consumer price index jumped a 
fat one-half of one per cent — its 
biggest February advanm in 16 
years. 

Johnson emphasized that he 
had made no^ decision yet whe» 
ther to go to Congress tor a tax 
hike that would take some in- 
flation;: ry Hpfriidins; power out of 
the hands of consumers and 
businessmen. 

HE OONCEl>K1> it's no fun 
recommending higher taxes in 
an election year, when angry 
voters might retaliate ajiaiust 
cougresamen who voted for it. 

But the President said he 
would rather ask for "a modest 
tax increatje — five, six, seven 
per cent — corporate and personal 
. . . than to see inflation and 
the value of the dollar go down." 

IT WAS THK strongest indi- 
cation Johnson has given that 
he might have to ask for a tax 
boost to take poiiie steam out 
of the booming U.S. economy. 

He said that most of his ad- 
visers had come to the conclu- 
sion that the higher Social Se- 
curity and Medicare taxes that 
took hold Jan. 1 and the higher 
excise levies on new cars and 
telephone calls. Just enacted by 
Congress, would not dampen 
down the boom enough to pre- 
vent inflation. 

BUT IS ni» next breatk, John- 
son belittled the current infla- 
tion scare as a "jag" and a 
"binge." Support for this view 
was forthcoming from Labor De- 
partment officials who said that 
the worst of the price InerMset 
"appear to be over." 

The shortages of fresh vege- 
tables that have helped drive up 
prices should ease as the weather 
gets belter, officials said. And 
the Agriculture Department pre-

The most promising tool ap- 
pears to be a means of "emulsi- 
fying" fuel — adding a chemical 
substance that keeps it flame- 
proof until it tk sent through

THK Sl'IMKCT was diBcussed, 
Ijoth publicly and privstely, at a 
Federal Aviation Agency eonfi^r- 
ence on aieaus of increasing sur- 
vival chances in an air crash. 
The two-day meeting opened 
Tuesday, and prevention of fire 
on impact — by far the leading 
cause of airliner fatalities— ^at 
a prime topic. 

Fuel emulsiflcation was men- 
tioned only M a possibility dur- 
ing the actual discussions. But 
several airline and government 
safety experts said later that 
ttiis approach could be tie an- 
swer to reducing crash fatalities 
by . as much as 7S per cent. 

MOST OP THE amnlslflcatlon 
experiments are being condufted 
by the Flight Safety Foundation 
under an Army contract. No 
results have been publicized, but 
airline and FAA officials hinted 
that tests thus far have baan 
dramatically encouraging. 

They have heard reports that 
emulhified fuel, which resembles 
the lather from a pressurized can 
of shaving eream, Is not only 
fireproof but would add only 1 
per cent of additional weight. 

F17BL emulilflcatlon would 
have the major advantage of 
being readily adaptable to pres- 



ent airliners as well as future 

(ine«. All other means of con- 
taining fuel keeping it from 
spraying if a tank or wing cell 
ruptures would Involve extensive 
structural modifications or in- 
tricate fireoextfnffalshing sys> 
teiiis.

Some fituflents choose spacious apartments out- 
fitted with Danish modern furniture, including a 
color TV in th^ lounge. 

Some, because of flnanceB, find tlieiiitelvea 
renting a poorly-Ut room critically In need of 
maintenance. 

Some decide living in a group unit such as resi- 
dence hallK or Greek houses Ih })cst. 

Wlialcvcr the reason — economic, niaritial 
status, s(;holastic or age — students live In apart- 
ments, rooms, residence halls, cooperative houses 
and Greek houses. 

From a cramped, dimly-lit room in an attic to 
a spacious, siylishly (Icsij;ned apartment with ac- 
cess to a color TV is a cliaiij<e increasing num- 
bers of K-SLate students are making. 

Although the number of students living In 
single rooms off campus Is decreasing, twice as 
many students are living in apartments now as 
in 19G1, according to Thornton Edwards, direc- 
tor of housing. 

With the increasing affluence of American 
society, more than 4,000

Terrace may be expanded. 

Oft^pi^ apwrtmenta range from $50 to $100 
a month and off-campus rooms from $15 to ?^o 
a month, according to a University housing book- 
let. 




Some coeds have chosen to exchange house- 
keeping and babysitting for room and board. 
Others may just do light housekeeping to earn 
tbalr room. 

More Men Off Campus 

Nearly six times as many men live in off-cam- 
pus apartments as coeds. About one-third of the 
male students live In off-campus apartments. 

The fact that freshman and sophomore single 
coeds, under 21 years of age and not living at 
home with parents or close relatives, are required 
to live in University housing accounts for few 
women living off campus. 

Jardine Terrace, University-operated apart- 
ments, currently houses married students In 576 
furnished apartments. 

' While 25 per cent of the students live in off- 
campus apartments, 27 per cent Wm in K-State 

residence halls. 

Some students are required to live in residence 
halls. Others find the costs lower than similar 
housing. But many enjoy the convenient accom- 
students can enjoy the modatlons and choose to live there, Edwards said. 

Freshman and sophomore women are required 
to live in University housing or organized houses 
for financial and social reasons, ESdwards said.

University Approval 'Sketchy' 

Housing is rejected only in terms of severe 
health or fire hazards. For example, a room 
heated with an open gas heater would be rejected. 

Edwards stated that with 30 per cent of the 
Student bo^ provided with residence hall space, 
the other students ninst seek housing elsewhere 

A student living on a limited budget may bt 
forced to rent a cramped, dingy room with plastei 
falling off of the walls for the same amount he 
would have to spend to live comfortably in a res- 
idence hau. 

Foreign students often take this type of hous- 
ing for several reasons, cooking their native 
foods, usually highly seasoned with garlic an^ 
herbs. Many times landlords dislike the odor an^ 
refuse to lease to them, Edwards said. 

Higher Prices to Foreigners 

Another reason foreign students live in sub 
standard housing Is that landlords do not chargi 

them the same rent. The price offered an Ameri- 
can student is usually considerably lower tha^ 
that offered a foreign student. 

Only new apartments occupied by students foi 
the first time definitely are Inspected. 
previously-inspecM apartments may be inspeetec 
as time allows. 

If the apartment has been approved before an^ 
has the same number of students and the sami 
landlord, no inspection is made. 

As a result, apartments may not be inspectei 
for five or more years. 



Diverse as Its 
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rerrace, with 576 apartments for married 
in itself. Residents pay |^ a mouth, but 
equate living space. 
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Housing approval is made only for tlie resi- 
dences occupied by unmarried undergraduate stu- 
dents. 

As long as the residences meet the safety and 
health regulations every five years or so when 
they are inspected, they may be occupied by stu- 
dents. 

Although the housing approval doesn't cover 
shabbiness or is not as thorough as the Univer- 
sity would like to have it, it is better than having 
none at all, Edwards said. 

Housing approval has caused many probleips 
for some universities. The University of Missouri, 
has discontinued housing approval. 

Regents' Maximum for Hall 
The Kansas Board of Regents establishes and 
enforces maximum occupancy of residence halls. 
In this capacity, any rules and regulations nec- 
essary can be made to keep the halls full. 

For example, if the enrollment should drop 
next semester because of the increased number 
of students being drafted and enlisting, a certain 
number of male students might be required to 
live in the halls to insure maximum occupancy, 
Edwards said. 

Resident Fees Finance 
[-State's Seven Dorms 

This year students living in residence halls did 
)t pay social fees. 

In the past social fees ranged from $4 to $20 
year. This money was handled by the hall 
^uncil through a private account in a downtown

versity if the money was misspent and to 

an even amount of all residence hall students, a 
$25 applications fee is charged to all students 
applying to live in a hall. 

The nonrefundable fee, similar to that assessed 
by other schools in Kansas, is used partly to 
replace a social fee and partly tot a small raise 
in rent 

The fee also satisfies the Kansas law that all 

funds collected on campus should be state funds. 
In addition the fee covers the cost of sending 
material to persons who apply, but do not attend 
the TTiiiTersity. 

Miwpending Chancm Arm Slim 

The social program money Is controlled 
through the Comptroller's office. In-thls way the 

chances for misspending the money are slim. 

Requests for money have to go through the 
Comptroller's office and require more foresight 
and planning than students used in the past. 

K-State residence hall rates are lower than 
many West and Midwest institutions, Edwards 
said. Of the 00 institutions considered, 50 have 
higher rates than K-State. 

West Washington residence halls cost $710 
for nine months, the lowest rate in the study. K- 
3tate compares favorably with a $725 niue-month 
rate. 

The highest nine-month rates are $1,040 at the 
University of Alaska, $1,020 at Stanford Univer- 
sity and $1,000 at the University of Southern 
Cidifomia. 

K-State residence halls are completely self- 
operating. All of the operation costs of the halls 
are paid for entirely with residence hall fees. 

The steam for heating the halls once was fur- 
nished by the University, but now even that is 
paid for. - > 

As some of the bonds, which were sold to ac- 
quire the money for constructing the halls, are 
paid back, halls which are completely paid for

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Miles' Trumpet Creates Sadness 



"You liave to think when you play; you have 
to help each other. You just can's play for your- 
self," — Miles Davis. 

HFVEH* mitES FLAYSy there's sadness. Eren 
when up-tempo, Miles produces Jazz within melan- 
( Jioly, It's not a resignation, nor a striking out, but 
an introspective yearning. 

The two finest examples of Miles' ability to 
use the trumpet to his own ends can be found in 
two different settings on Sketches of Spain (Co- 
lumbia CL14$0; Stereo C38271) and My Funny 
Valentine (Columbia CL2306; Stereo C99106). 

The former is Miles in front of Gil Evans' 
large ensemble, in an early fusion of jazz with 
til deep cry of the Spanish. The very moving 
"Concierto De Aranjuez" is pefhaps Miles* finest 
track, in It, he makes Joaiiuin Rodrlgo's music 
sing, wail, lament and pray. 

tmn 8AH£ SPIBIT (and spiriti;iality) is 



evident on "Saeta," a Spanish folk theme expanded 
expertly by Oil Evans. Miles shines, too, on. 
"Solea" ('loneliness'), although he hangs himself 
up at various times on simple, repetitive figures. 

The title selection from Valentine (recorded 
in concert two years ago) features ample time for 
some playing with the trumpet and microphone, 
for which Miles is so justly famous. His moaning 
is heard in the presence of a quintet, the pianist 
Herbie Hancock excites by impressing with his 
lyricism and his interplay with ItileS. 

OF THE FIVE selections, four are standard 
ballads and one, "All Blues," is an ut)-temi)o % 
bit of Intensity. A rery relaxed (and relaxing), 
I>iece of Miles. 

Other works by Miles include Columbia's Miles 
Daris tn Europe, E. S. P., Someday My Princd 
Will Come, Kind of Blue, and any of the ma.Hf 
fine albums arailable on the Prestige label ( 
peclaUy Steamln').

Other profes- * . ' 
sors wouldn't mind lectur- 
ing to a vacuum as long as Other Papers 
the Btu denta eame to the ggy 
final — but this breed of In- 
structor is more rare. 

Should a professor take attendance into 
acrount wlien giving a grade? Consider his 
arguments. If a student ia not in class, he 
cannot gain from the lecture or discussion. 
This to Wm^ if the Instnietor doesn't act as 
a mouthpiece for the textbook and If he 
provokes worthirhile discussion. Also» the 
fewer students present, the fewer people to 
contrii)ute ideas to make a dlseusalon — a 
valid point. 

However, required attendance may be a 
matter of the professor's pride, not concern 
for a lack of eponges to soak up the ma- 
terial or to contribute. Perhaps the profes- 
sor knows few people would show up If 
given a choice. But a classroom of sleep- 
ing, but dutiful, notetakers is a poor alter- 
natire to a mass of empty seats. 

ADMItTfiDIiY, TH£B£ are some 
claisefe where absences only handicap the 
Btudeht— a lab class irhwrn th« information 
gained is by doing, for example conducting 
an experiment, giving a speech, drawing, or 
in physical education class, where practice 
is essential. 



Some professors, wanting their students- 
to come to class and yet wanting to avoid 
any ultimatum, use other tactics. At the 
beginning of the quarter, they announce 
that pop quizzes will be given, and advise 
that these shouldn't be missed. tV>sslbly. 
they let the students know they will ran- 
domly call on class members^ and that 
they take a dim view oC Ulthrt questiont 
passing unanswered. 

THE KEHULTS FROM the approaches 
are the same. Attendance becomes a bonus 
for those who never miss, fate for those 
who're sklpp^. 

Is it safe fbr the professor to assume 
that the student who does skip class is not 
interested and is not getting the material 
simply because he's absent, and therefore 
should be penalized? This will be decided 
by the tests. It is possible the student has 
found a more profitable and less time-con- 
suming way to absorb the material, partlcu^ 
larly if the professor is so Unbearably bd^ 
ing and repetitious that he would be better 
off chatting more informally with students 
over coffee in the Union, imparting tho 
same information. 

BElMj t'Ol'KTEOUS by coming to class 
to contribute, using fear of pop quizzes and 
the threat of lowered grades, and appealing 
to guilty consciences are strong, but not 
sound motivations for a professor to get 
students to c lass. 

Requiring attendance, whether specific- 
ally stated or not, by these methods assures 
the professot of an audience, and the stu- 
dent of a possible gmdd i^hahge. But it 
avoids the question of whetiiw a Btudeat 
could spend class time doing rnofs #onfrt

The walkout became effective 
at 12:fvi a.m., local time in the 
affected areas from Maine to the 
West Coast.

"I was there in the bunker for 
a couple of minutes, but then 
our artillery started coming in 
and they told me to get out of 
there," said Pfc. Alvin "Pan- 
handle Pinkie" Lapoint, "I 
started to leave, but another 
gook who was in that hole came 
out and opened up with that 
damn cannon again. 

"KU I CRAWLED down the 
hill and got me another grenade 
and went back. The seeond gren- 
ade did the trick." 

Lapoint, 19, of Clreesville, 
N.H., is a hero. He faved at least 
a dozen lives. His buddies can't 
understand how he came out of 
it without a scratch. 

"ONLY A blister on my belly," 
he said with a grin. He puUed 
up his shirt and showed^ me, 
"That gun barrel v.ae hot." 

Lapoint won his place in 
Leatherneck legend during op- 
eration Indiana 330 miles north- 
west of Kaigon, near Qnang 
Xgai two day.s ago. 

HE WAS a part of a com- 
pany dropiied into a landing zone 
by helicopter to move out against 
a Communist battalion known to 
be in the area. The company is 
"Suicide Charlie" (C Company), 
First Battalion, Seventh Marines 
of Guadalcanal i';i'i!e. 

Lt. ben Goodwin of Route 1, 
Italy, Tex., the company com- 
T::andf'r. said his men had moved 
out about 4 00 to 500 yards from 
the landing zone toward a line of 
small hllla when tbey first 
spotted the Viet Cong. 

"1 BENT ONE platoon into a 

fniall village, and other platoon 
up a small hill,' 'he sa:d. "That 
platoon on the hill killed a lot 
of Viet Cong. But the one going 
toward the village ran into trou- 
ble, and we had to send in an- 
other platoon to take the prea- 
sure off.

LAPOINT. a slight, five-fool - 
seven, was walking with Pfc.

"Me and Montano went up the 
hill and spotted a gun bunker, 

f-o we went after it," Lapoint 
related. "He covered and we 
both fired and maneuvered our 
way up to it. A couple of gooks 
took oft to one side and we Bhut 
both of them. 

'THEN HE covered for me 
while I got the three that were 
still there. Then we Mtlaed this 
anti-aircraft gun sitting off to 
our left and we both opened up 
on it. 

"I had him cover while I took 
off my gear, flak jacket, cart- 
ridge belt, canteen, etc. and got 
my bayonet. I snuek up over to 
the right of it. The rest of the 
platoon kept the Viet Cong 
pinned down with M79 (gren- 
ade lanneher) and rifle fire. 
Tiiey stopped when I was about 
five or 10 feet away from the 
banker and I deve In." 

WHY ]>ID you attack the po- 
sition yourself, Lapoint was 
asked. 

"Well. I couldn't go back," 
he answered. "Those gooks 
would have got me. So I moved 
forward to get them before they

This was seen as a 
maneaver to avoid a court ban 
under federal emergency stat- 
utes.

fJilbert iilamed the walkout on 
"the railroad industry's com- 
pleted attaebment for nsing tha 
courts to delay and an outright 
refusal to meet any issue, in- 
cluding the tratntaig- program, 
at the barxalntng table." 

About 8,000 railroaders across 
the nation were believed involved 
In the walkout. Commuter op- 
erattens were threatened In at 
least two major cities — Chicago 
and Boston, served respectively 
by the Illinois Central and Bos- 
ton ft Maine.

A four year currlcalum Jn 
bakery science and management 
offered here is the only one of 
lu kind In the United States, 
Jokn Johnson, professor of flour 
and feed milling, said. 

THE GURRICUIiUM was de- 
signed In 1968 at the request of 
the Bakery Indnstry ot America, 
Johnson said. There was origi- 
nally a similar bakery curricu- 
lum ottered at Florida State 
l/nlTersttir, hat H was dropped 
and as a result the K-State cur- 
riculum developed. No other 
university offers a four year cur- 
riculum in bakery, be added. 

K-State was chosen by the 
industry because of its milling 
facilitlea and its reputation in 
milling teehsology, ^Johmon 
said. 

THE BAKERY SCIENCE and 
management enrrienlnm is de- 
signed, Johnson said, to teach 
students all phases of the baking 
Industry. The students, In addi- 
tion to ukltag eight courses 
specifically for bakery majors, 
are required to get a broad 
background ia the sciences and 
mathematics. They are required 
to learn milling to better under- 
stand some types of flour and 
how wheat is changed into them. 

There are three options of- 
fered In the bakery enrriculnm, 
Johnson said. Students may 
choose between engineering, scl-' 
•nee and muacratSBt. In the

TODAV WITH a dorm com- 
pleted last fall, K-StHte has fa- 
cilities to house 1,S53 coeds in 
the five women's residence halls. 
Another dormitory is undtir con- 
struction and a third is to be 
built soon. 

Prior to the construction of 
the first dormitory, students 
boarded In private homes, or 
lived in furnished apATtmWtS or 
organized houses. 

STVIMSNTS were served meals 
fifi^n ' In the first dormitory. 
However, at that time the meals 
Kfere prepared and served by 
students on the "cooperative 
pljiiin." These students recelvod 
a portion of their room and board 
for the work they did with the 
food service and house cleaning. 

Institutional management se- 
niors were required, as part ol 
thtfir ^toarse work, £p supervise 
In the food and housekeeplnR du- 
ties at Van iZle. They took turns 
writing menus, orderlnR food, 
planning weekly Bchedules for 
cooking and housekeeping. A 
dietitian was the only hired 
eilil>'nv(><> ill the kitclit'ii Plte 



also was the Institutional man- 

agement teacher. 

TODAV, the residence hall 
food services are staffed by a 
dietitian, hired full time cooks 
and students. 

The ' hours for K-State coeds 
have remained almost the same 
tor 30 years. The only change 
was made by Associated Wo> 
men Students in the past year. 
They changed closing hours for 
freshmen women from 10:30 to 
11 on week nights. Sunday night 
hours were changed from 11 
o'clock to 12 midnipht. Clos- 
ing time on weekends today is 
1 a.m., just as It was 30 years 
ago. 

Then K-State did not have a 
Union httUdtng, so school toncoi 
were held tfowntown or in Aggle- 

ville. 

"If your date had a ear, it 
was an oddity," one former resi- 
dent recalled. "We walked 
everywhere. Even though Man- 
hattan's sidewalks were brick, 
we wore heels all the time. No 
one would have been seen In 
bobby sox; we wore silk hose."

Thirty years ago about the 
only extras coeds had were irons 
and radios. Today coeds arrive 
with such convonienees as hmir 

dryers, sewing machines, pop 
com poppers and clock radios. 
It is not unusual to find today's 
dormitory rooms equipped with 
a Htt^reo or television, too- 

During the first years of Van 
ZUe hall, there were no resi- 
dent assistants to serve as "big 
sisters" to the freshman women. 
The resident assistants (RA) 
program originated in the Col- 
lege of Home Economics when 
upperclassmen counseled fresh- 
men in 1937. 

WHEN THK number of co- 
eds staying In residence halls in- 
creased, the number of counsel- 
ors was expanded to include stu- 
dents outside home economics. 
These first RA's were not paid 
for their work. They did re- 
ceive college credit. Today RA's 
are paid for their work. 

Another change made In dor- 
mitory life is that freshmen 30 
years ago were not required to 
as they are now. Iilow, only |an- 
ior and senior womm m*y live 

in aiiarl riients. 
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course, memhers learn about 
layout and the dealfs oi •4Vlp- 
ment no matter wUeh option 
they choose.

Ag Continues Revising Field 



The K-State College of Agri 
cvlture continiionsly is chang- 
ing to keep alM-east of tUe ever- 
^nglng field of agricnlture. 
Frank Carpenter, assistant di- 
rector of resident instrnetlon, 
said. 

FACULTY BIEUBERS in tbe 
College of AgricQltare eontinu- 

ousiy take note of agricultural 
research and dpvelopment inno- 
Yations and make necessary 
course content changes, he said. 

Carpenter gave three examples 
Vt proposals which were made 
as a result of recent agricul- 
innkl develonments. 

PROPOSALg HAVM been 
made to adopt curriculums in 
international agriculture and 
natural resource and conserva- 
tion use. A department of ex- 
tension education has been pro- 
posed also. Ca^ptoter said. 

Committees have studied eacli 
of these proposals and have rec- 
ommended a natural resource 
and coBBenratlon use curriculum 
he adopted. The other two pro- 
fosals have baeii tenneft un- 



f easible at this time hy the com- 
mittees. 

"KKRPINO VP with the 
rapidly changing field of agri- 
enlturs is an enormous task," 
he said. "It would be impossible 
for one person to keep up with 
all of the agricultural research 
being done." 

Carpenter said small ehunget 
in previously accepted course 
ideas are made by the individual 
professor. All agriculture pro- 
fessors, 8S per cent having Ph.D. 
degrees, are doing rasesreh. The 
student benefits from this re- 
st-arch is relayed directly to him 
by the professor," he said. 

EXR0LL:»IKXT in the Col- 
lege of Agriculture has increased 
significantly in past years, al- 
though Carpenter said there are 
opportunities for many more. 

"An article in the New York 
Times accused the United States 
land-grant colleges of not sup- 
plying an adequate number of 
trained persons for work In 
agri-business. I must admit this 
is true and we are presently 
striving to inereue our enroll- 



ment and remedy this situation," 
Carpenter said. 

"Present fiKures indicate 
there are 15,000 new jobn avail- 
able in agri-business in the 
United States a year and land- 
grant colleges are graduating 
less than (l.ooii," he said. 

PllKSKXThY, the K-State 
College of Agriculture is trying 
to educate high schools on the 
opportunities available in the 
vast field of agrlonlture. 

"Our biKgi.^t problem is in 
convincing high school students 
that there's more to agriculture 
than Just farming/' Carpenter 
commented. 

In the three year period from

I»L.ANTS USED in the study 
are kept in a greenhouse to pro- 
vide a stable microclimate.

Payroll Office Takes 
Tax Changes in Stride 



Extensive tax changes on both 
the state and federal levels here 
have caused a coasiderable 
amount of extra work, many 
busineRRes report. 

AIDED BY computers, the pay- 
roll and accounting section of 
the comptroller's office here Is 
having a little difficulty keep- 
ing up with government changes 
in payroll procedure. After the 
computers are reprogrammed, 
the major portion of the extra 
work Is done at K-State. 

"It down't cause a great deal 
of extra work although doing it 
by hand would be a terrific job. 
We changed to computers in 
1968-&9 in anticipation of Uni- 
versity growth/' Mrs. Repina 
Hudiburg, head jot the payroll 
and accounting taetion, raid. 

THE NEW state withholding 
tax, a change in the social se- 
curity tax rate, a change in fed- 
eral withholding rat oh and the 
new Equal Opportuuilies Act 
all have affected the work of the 
payroll section. 

The only government change 
which required extra help was 
the Equal Opportunities Act 
(EOA) — part o£ President John- 
son's war on poverty. 

THE EO.A, also known as the 
worli-atudy program, is for stu- 
dents whose families are unable 
to aid them financially in getting 
through college. The program 
has grown "by leaps and bounds" 
from 13 students last fall to 
more than 90 now. 

After the Aids and Awards 

Office approves the students who 
qualify for the program, the pay- 
roll Kf'ction must punch two IBM 
cards for each person working 
under the act. 

THE DEPARTMENT which 
employs the person working 
under the EOA pays one tenth of 



his salary and the federal gov- 

'ernment pays nine tenths. This 

requires the payroll section to 

keep individual records to insure 

that the departments meet this 
ratio. ' 

The April payroll, paid on 
May 1, 1955, will be the first 
K-S(;ite payroll to b« affected by 
the new federal withbholdlng 
tax. Hrsr Wndlburg emphasized 
that the income tax has not 
changed. Just the withholding 
rate. , . 

A MCniE graduated with- 
holding tax based on a student's 
marital atntns cauied most of 
the payroll changes. Instead of 
a stringent 14 per cent of the 
groHs income, withholding taxes 
are now graduated in an it- 
tempt to bring the withholding 
tax closer to what the actual 
income tax will be at the end of 
the year. Tax rates are now 
graduated according to Income 
exemptions and are lower (or 
marriel students. 

"Foreign exchange students 
and visiting professors who earn 
money in the state should be 
aware that they have to pay 
state income tax." Mrs. Uudl- 
berg said. 

RVRN THOUGH these people 
are exempt from paying federal 
taxes because of government tax 

treaties, they must i)ay state in- 
come tax on money earned in 
the state of Kanms. 

This is a private oliligation 
and cannot be withheld through 
the payroll section, Mrs. Hudi- 
burg added. 

The University payroll in- 
volves approximately 4,900 peo- 
ple including students, faculty, 
extension and civil service em- 
ployees. Payroll rooords are 
kept and figured In the doup- 
troller'H Office,

Reservoirs Add Water 
To Once-dry Kansas 

By DUKE REIBER 

Well, my luck ran true to form last week. I write my 
column and turn it in several days, ahead of time. The 
weekend temperatures prior to its release last Wednesday 
made me proclaim that winter was gone, and that spring 
was on our doorstep. But by Wednesday, when the oolumn 
made Its appearance, spring had returned to dreamland, 
and winter was back In the drivers seat. I will prol>ably 
be afraid to mention spring again until mid-summer. 

FISHING WAS good until the cold snap hit, hut will 
probably be a little slow for several days until we have 
had some consistantly warm weather again. As the water 
warms the fishing will improye. Ton can still catch a 
mess of crappie In the shallows, a Walleye or two, and 
maybe even one of those big Northerns — none of these 
, fish atop eating just because the water is a little chilly. 

Kansans will have many things to do during the warm 
weather season. Some will fish, some will water ski, and 
nearly all will go swimming from time to time. But most 
; of ttteoi will hare simpler plant in mind. They wiU pack 
] a picnic basket, or a camping outfit, and wiU undoubtedly 
head for the nearest lake. 

NOW, IN KANSAS, that would have been a pretty hard 
thing to do 10 or 15 years ago — there just weren't too 
many lakes to head for. Today, things are different. 
Kansas is becoming a virtual water wonderland with rec- 
reational facilities second to none. The key to this change 
Is the reservoir. 

On my state recreational facility map. I can see 39 
completed, under construction, authorized, and proposed 
reservoirs. Most of these are Corps of Engineers projects, 
but a system of reservoirs under the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion can be found In the North central part of the state 
west of highway 81. These include large lakes at Klrwin, 
Webster, and Cedar Bluff. The most extensive system of 
reservoirs are the Eastern half of the state, and all hut 
a few are C/E projects. This system includes several large 
lakes such as Tuttle Creek, MiUord, and John Redmond — 
the three largest in the state. 

I SHOUIiD irOTE here that I have talked only about 
the federal reservoirs, and haven't said a thing about the 
numorous state, municipal, and private lakes that are 
also large and well developed. Pottawatomie county has 
two such lakes that you are probably familiar with. Both 
have recently been improved by the Kansas Forestry Fish 
and Game Conunission, and provide excellent fishing and 
outdoor facilities. Another example of the kind of lake 
that fits this class is the city reservoir down in Council 
Grove. Council Grove, which has plenty of water recrea- 
tion to offer for it, now has both a city and a federal res- 
ervoir — how can you miss with a set up like that? 

To develop the state's water recreation system, a tre- 
mendous amount of cooperation between state piurk, for- 
estry, and water and land management agencies was re- 
quired. And, I think the engineering skill and hard physi- 
cal labor required are evident after i^ne trip around Tuttle 
Creek. 

TH£ NORTHEAST regional office of the fish and 
game commission is in Fairchild Hall at K-State. It has 
four very busy personnel: Bill Cole, Lanny Jones, Bob 
McWorter, and Steve Chapel, and I will be writing more 
about these biologists and their interesting work in the 
weeks ahead.
